ready for firing. The pulling of the 
lanyard explodes the smokeless pow- 
der, 
which compresses the air in the 


tube, and this, parsing into the upper 
ti:be through the port, exerts there a 
! pressure of 3,000 pounds to the square 
I inch. 
This pressure expels the pro- 


jectile. 
The air forms a cushion that 


protects from shock the walls of the 
shell, and, it is claimed, obviates the 
danger which would follow from the 
concussion of the powder were it ex- 
ploded directly behind the projectile. 


The -entire length of the projectile 


used is thirty-four inches. 
This im- 


cludes a ta,il piece about ten inches in 
length and fitted with a vane set at an 
angle that insures slow rotation. Tbe 
body of the shell is a brass cylinder 
having a conical head containing a 
fuse. 
The main body of the shell con- 


tains usually a charge of explosive 
gelatine, although, guncotton or any 
other explosive may be used. 
The 


ignition is effected by means of a me- 
chanical fuse, and it is so arranged 
that the explosion, can follow immed- 
iately upon impact or may be delayed 
for as much as six seconds thereafter. 
Wnen the shell strikes the water or 
any other object, a small steel ball, 
acting- as a nammer, is driven forward 
by the sudden retardation of the flight 
of the shell and strikes one or more 
percussion caps, causing a detonation. 
This ignites a tube of powder commu- 
nicating with the fulminate of mer- 
cury, and so explco.es successively the 
guncotton and the main explosive. The 
fuse embodies a device which renders 
the stoell inactive until it has traveled 
at least 300 feet from the gun. 
This 


device 13 very ingsmous. 
There is 


attached to the head of the fuse a lit- 
tle ^vane1 or windmill, whiten is fastened 
to a threaded rod running back into 
the head of the fuse far enough to 
press on the small steel ball mention- 
ed, and hold it in. place. 
As the pro- 


jectile passes through, the air 
the 


blades revolve, and, in revolving, un- 
screw the threaded rod, and thus re- 
lease the small steel ball, which is now 
leady to run forward and explode the 
primers. 


In connection with the firing of the 


gun there is neither smoke nor noise. 
It cannot be heard at the distance of 
one-half mile, nor can any smoke be 
seen. 
Thus it would be nearly im- 


possible for sharpshooters or rapid-fire 
gunners to locate the gun.

According to the law of universal 


gravitation, the moon attracts matter 
which stands near to her more strongly 
than that which is more remote. 
It 


follows that the attraction on 
the 


ocean, at the side of the earth which 
3s nearest tie moon must be greater 
than that exercised on the solid earth 
itself. Hence there is a tendency for 
the sea to depart from its natural 
spherical shape, and to bulge outward 
toward the moon. 
So far the matter 


is simple, but it is perplexing to many 
that the moon should apparently repel 
the water lying on the further side of 
the earth. 
This action, however, is 


not due to any ideal repulsion from the 
moon, but results from the fact that 
on the further side the moon must at- 
tract the solid earth more strongly 
than it does the water. 
On the near- 


er side the moon pulls the water away 
from the earth, and on tbe farther side 
she pulls the earth away from the wa- 
ter, "thus producing an apparent repul- 
sion of the water to an extent equal to 
the attraction on the other side. 
In 


this way there arises a tendency for 
the ocean to bulge equally toward and 
away from the moon, and to assume an 
egg-like shape.

Now tbs£ John Bull and Uncle Sam 


are exchamging compliments in such 
friendly fashion folk are asking where 
our transatlantic cousin got his name, 
and very few people can answer the 
question. 
It is of special interest to 


note just now that it was inoculated 
m a story of Spanish affairs. 


Dr John Arbuthnot, one of the many 


royal physicians to whom the Scotch 
city of Aberdeen has given birth, was 
the author of John Bull's being Al- 
most forgotten now 
b> all but 
the 


erudite, who remember him as the in- 
timate of Pope and Swift, Arbuthnot 
christened the British nation in bulk 
as John Bull in the political strife in- 
cidental to the dismissal of the whig 
Ministry of 1710, when the able and 
avaricious Marlboiough saw the begin- 
ning of the decline of his brilliant for- 
tunes. 


"The History of John Bull" was a 


satiie on the political events preced 
ing the treaty of Utrecht in 1713, writ- 
ten by Arbuthnot. 
In 1704 he was 


created physician extraordinary to *he 
Queen m recognition of his services 
m saving the life of Anne's husband, 
Prince George of Denmark. 
He had 


become the Queen's confidential medi- 
cal attendant, a position of no mean 
importance at a time when so much 
depended or. the succession 
to 
the 


crown, and he was closely in touch 
with court life 


"For tho bettor understanding the 


following 'history, the reader ought to 
know that Bull, in the main, was an 
honest, plain dealing fellow, choleric, 
bold ana of a very inconstant temper, 
he dreaded not old Lewis, either at 
backsword, slngla falchion or cudgel 
play, but then he was very apt to quar- 
rel with his best friends, especially if 
they pretended to govern him; if you 
flattered him you (night lead him like 
a child. 
John's ttmper depended very 


much upon tho air; his spirits rose and 
fell with th«> weathur glass. 


''John was quick «nd understood hi* 


business very veil; but no man aliv* 
wan more careless in looking into his 
accounts or mor» cb«ated by part- 
ners." 


Dentistry at Sea. 


"When a sailor on a deep-water ship 


has a toothache he is likely to go to 
the Captain. The Captain gives him 
something out of the medicine chest 
to put in his tooth, and if that does 
not cure it perhaps he pulls it^ It is 
a common thing for sailors to pull 
their own teeth.. Their method is to 
put a string around a tooth and pull it; 
but dental forceps are carried on deep- 
•R ater ships, on some vessels- a fair out- 
fit of them. A ship Captain of long 
experience said that in the course of 
his life at 
sea he had pulled 200 


teeth. 


The ship's medicine chest on large 


vessels is like a closet or cupboard, 
with a glass door, built in the ship. In 
this chest the medipine bottles, gilt-la- 
belled, are arranged on shelves that 
rise one above another in receding 
tiers, it is practically a well-appointed 
little drug store. 
There is supplied 


with the medicine chest a book ex- 
plaining the uses of the medicines. 
The Captain is likely to have some 
other book on medical subjects which 
he lias read and studied, and he is 
likely to have had a good deal of ex- 
perience before attaining the rank of 
master of a ship. 


The sailors are generally 
healthy 


men, 
but when occasion requires, the 


Capiain prescribes; he is the physi- 
cian. 
Limbs broken at sea are of 


course set there, and there might be 
circumstances in which the Captain 
would not hesitate to perform a sur- 
gical operation.

Milan seems to prove that the purest 


peasant blood is not proof against the 
temptations of royal rank. 


He is fifth in descent from tbe 


swineherd founder of his 
dynasty, 


Milos Todorovic Obrenovics. 
From 


1459 until the present century Servia 
was under the cruel servitude of 
Turkey. 
She had made many futile 


rebellions, ending only in the slaughter 
of Servians, 
accompanied by such 


atracities as Armenia has known. 


In 1815 Milos Obrenovics raised the 


standard of revolt again. He was a 
swineherd and a hero, with all the best 
virtues that could be expected from a 
man of his class. He aroused the an- 
cient spirit of the Servians. 
They 


fought as desperately as the Cubans 
are fighting now, and at first with lit- 
tle prospect of success. But still they 
fought on under the heroic 'Milos. 


The war lasted from 1815 to 1829, 


during much of which time the Ser- 
vians were worse off than hunted ani- 
mals. But the longer the war lasted 
the more skilful soldiers they became 
At last, in 1829, Turkey was compelled 
to surrender virtual independence to 
Servia, MflBs'~0:brenovics was wor- 
shipped by his followers. He was re- 
garded much as George Washington 
was after the close of the Revolution- 
ary -war. He was at first made prince. 
By a firman dated August 15, 1830, the 
Sultan acknowledged the dynasty as 
hereditary in his family. 


The complete independence of Servia 


from Turkey was established by the 
treaty of Berlin, in 1878. The piesent 
Milan was then made king. He owed 
his promotion to the fortunes of -war, 
in which he was not engaged. 


Milan succeeded his uncle, Prince 


Michael Obrenovics, in 1868. This 
Prince^ after a troubled reign, was kill- 
ed by Prince Karagewgevics, father of 
the Prince who is now striving for the 
throne. He is a descendant of the an- 
cient princess of Servia, and in view 
of the degeneracy of the descendant of 
the heroic swineherd 
has 
strong 


chances of success. He Is a desperate 
intriguer and has the friendship of the 
Czar. 


Artificial Silk, 


The occupation of the silk worm is 


being successfully attacked from four 
different quarters. 
A. German chemist 


dissolves the silk of worn out dresses, 
remnants and of the cocoons and with 
it plates cotton or linen threads, which, 
when woven, are more brilliant than 
silk prepared in the ordinary way. A 
French chemist makes an 
artificial 


silk out o£ vegetable tissues, which lie 
dissolves and forces, when in liquid 
form, through minute holes in a steel 
cylinder. These holes are. like the 
spinnerets of all insects which produce 
threads. Tbe'-e is a liquid 
comes 


through them. 
The volatile parts 


evaporate, leaving an almost Invisible 
thread like that of a caterpillar. These 
are brought together and spun into 
thread, which, in turn, is woven into 
cloth. 
Another iaventor is utilizing 


the spiders which make cobwebs, while 
a fourth makes thrsad and cloth out of 
glass.

A Horme Club. 


"What's a horse club?" asked the 


man in the silk hat 


"Didn't you ever hear of one?" re- 


sponded the man doing the bulk of the 
talking.

"Well, you know it costs more than 


a good many people want to spend to 
Reep a horse and vehicle, whatever 
kind it may be. Indeed, in the cities 
it is quite beyond the means of most. 
In the smaller towns of the country 
it Is more nearly possible, for a horse 
may be boarded at any country livery 
stable for $10 a month, and sometimes 
even less if done by the year. But 
?ven in such favorable circumstances 
there are many people who don't like 
to own a horse and board hini at a 
stable, where he may be badly treated 
or he may get sick and die, or keep 
him at home, where he is liable to be 
worse treated than in a livery stable. 
That being the case, I know of a 
liveryman in on-e of the towns J visit, 
a place of six thousand inhabitants, 
who is enterprising enough to make 
the effort to meet the wants of that 
kind of people. This man went around 
among his acquaintances until he 
found twenty-five who were willing to 
pay him $10 a month each for the use 
of a horse—just what they would pay 
for the hoard of one if they owned it. 
But they did not want livery horses, 
so he agreed to give each patron tbe 
same horse always and not let it go 
to any other person. Then he began 
buying up second-hand buggies and 
phaetons and good, serviceable horses, 
until he had $2,500 invested in the 
private livery plant, as he called it. 
He had to hire only one extra hand, 
and he had room in plenty; so the ad- 
ditional expense, beyond feed, was not 
much. He had been running his 
plant a year when I saw him, and he 
told me that the entire expense was 
$150 a month, and that he took in 
$250 cash every month, leaving him a 
net profit on his $2,500 investment of 
$1,200 a year, and every member of 
the horse club was so pleased that_ he* 
had booked for another year, and there 
were a dozen applicants for member- 
ship.

Life of n. Fire Engine. 


The life of a fire engine in New Tork 


city in its first use is ten years. 
It is 


then rebuilt and is good, either in 
regular service or as a reserve engine, 
for ten years more. After twenty years 
of service the old engine is sold at 
auction. 


It may bo bought by another city or 


town for use as a fire engine, but this 
happens very rarely. The engines are 
heavy, and they must be drawn by 
horses, so they are not adapted for use 
in smaller cities. Tho old engine is 
oftener bought by a contractor, for 
use, for instance, in pumping out cel- 
lars. In such service a steam pres- 
sure of fifty pounds might be ample for 
the work, while in fire service a pres- 
sure of 150 pounds might be required.. 
In such worlc as this tho old engine 
might last three or four jears more. 


Sometimes the discarded Fire Dep- 


partment engine is bought by a junk 
dealer, who breaks it up for the metals 
it contains, and this is what they all 
come to at last.

• The Palmetto lynching w as as deplor- j 


able as it was bloody and cowardly," said i 
tn* governor. "It is true the town was 
burned in the night Urns, endangering i 
the lives of all Its women and children. 
It is true that 1 have offered heavy re- 
wards for the apprehension of thfeincen- 
diaric-s, and that these negroes had been 
arrested and some of them had confessed 
their guilt and implicated the others in 
the cnme. But it was cowardly and bar- 
barous to slaughter them as this mob 
did. for they had been arrested and were 
in the kands of officers of the law await- 
ing a committing trial. The law •was 
acequate for their punishment, and 
then was no doubt of their apeedy trial 
and punishment, if convicted. 


••Until recently there was no race fric- 


tioi in the state. The Georgia negro is 
not naturally vicious nor predisposed 
to the commission of atrocious crimes. 
Thifc, w as demonstrated during 100 years 
of slavery. The Georgia white man is 
not his enemy, as he has had abundant 
reason to know since he became a free 
citizen. Such outrages as this never, or 
seldom, occurred in this state till regi- 
ments of insolent, drunken negro sol- 
diers, the scum of the dives of the cities 
north or south, were quartered here and 
there in the state, and in the south. 


"A mob of negro soldiers ran riot in 


Tampa an doutraged women in broad 
daylight. Another gang of drunken 
vagabonds at Macon defied and tried 
to fire on the police. 
For months 


another regiment of these lawless vaga- 
bonds, wearing the uniform of the Unit- 
ed States soldiers, terrorized Chicka- 
mauga and the town of Lytle, In North 
Georgia, to say nothing of the Griffin epi- 
sode and other similar occurrences. They 
had to be escorted through every south- 
ern city through which' they passed, 
after they were discharged, by a bat- 
talion of police, to prevent their looting 
the stores and terrorizing the people. 


"The Leeaburg outrage, tbe Palmetto 


burning and many other similar crimes 
coivmitted in Georgia by negroes during 
the last few months are due to thebane- 
ful influence and example of these law- 
less rowdies who disgraced the uni- 
forms they wore. This is the primary 
cause oCalltheee troubles. Still this does 
not justify the bloody and, barbarous re- 
taliation of Leesburg and Palmetto. 


"The white men who participated in 


these sanguinary dramas are a* unjus- 
tifiable for their conduct as the negroes 
they lynched. 


"Both are a disgrace to our civilization 


and a reproach to our state, and all the 
power of the state shall be used to pre- 
vent a recurrence of such crimes and to 
punish the perpetrators."

NEW TORE, March 17-—Flames which 


originated in a quantity of lace curtails 
burst forth on the second floor of the 
Windsor hotel, at Forty-seventh street 
and Fifth avruuc, shortly aftar three 
o'clock this afternoon, just as the St. 
Patrick's day parade was passing the 
building, and in a few minutes they 
had leaped up to the roof and envel- 
oped the entire Fifth avenue and Forty- 
seventh street fronts of the lurel. Ten 
minutes later the flames were roaring 
through the interior of the hotel and all 
means of escape by way of the stair- 
ways and elevators were cut off and 
there was the wildest scene of excite- 
ment within and without the building. 
Hundreds of guests and employes were 
iu the hotel when the fire broke ont, 
and for many of them escape was im- 
possible. Ten or fifteen lives were lost 
within one hour and from thirty to 
forty other persons injured in jumping 
from windows and iu rushing through 
the roaring flames in the corridors or on 
the stairways. Many who were injured 
died later At near-by residences and at 
hospitals, and others who had made 
wild leaps to the sikewalks were so 
badly injured that they are still hover- 
ing bet Rreen life and death. It may be 
twenty-four hours, or more before a 
complete list of the fatalities becomes 
known and it will be longer than that 
before it can be ascertained definitely 
how many charred bodies are in the 
mass of fallen masonry tbat marks the 
spot where the hotel stood. The names 
could not be checked and within two 
hours from the time the fire broke out 
the entire structure was in mine. The 
streets on three sides of the building 
are filled with debris from the falling 
walls and tall chimneys. The fire was 
the most spectacular of the kind that 
could be imagined.

and every window on the front of the 
hotel facing Fifth avenue was filled 
with spectators. The day was fine and

balls, often more than three inches in 
diameter, block the passage from the 
stomach ip the small intestine, produc- 
ing an irritation that after, a period of 
greater or less duration causes the 
death of the animal from inflammation 
of the bowels or similar disorder. 


The individual planthairs of crimson 


clover that form these hairballs are 
usually less than an eigth of an inch 
long, and are covered more or less 
thickly with little barbs, all pointing 
toward the apex of the hair. 
These 


hairs, when the plant is immature, are 
soft and flexible and not liable to ac- 
cumulate in masses in the alimentary 
canal.. But when the plant has be- 
come mature tjie iiairs are stiff, and 
bristling and liatole to'form the balls. 
It is apparent, therefore, that feeding 
horses with crimson clover that has 
been allowed to", pass the flowering 
stage is attended with a risk that be- 
comes greater' as the plants become 
more, .and more mature, from which it 
may be seen that the practice of feed- 
Ing the clover straw after, the thrash- 
ing ait of the seeii is. to be candfijiniied 
in the s£ro.n;geit terms, since" the hairs 
are then 'mo'st liable "to"collect in 
masses as: noted.

Oliver Prevost Hanged at Port Arthiiv 


.For a Double Murder. 


Port JU-thur, Ont., March 17.—Oliver 


Prevost was hanged this morning. The 
drop fell at exactly 8 o'clock. 


Oliver Prevost \vas executed for the 


murder of two French wine herders 
named Carriere and Dolvin, on the 10th 
of February, 1S97. The evidence was 
largely."circumstantiaL. The priHietpal 
witness against Prevost was Rofanga. Ttu^atjES at__ 
Gauthier,.a.married \voman, who, at the M. '"Beats 
time of the tragedy, was living with'him 
as -his "-mistress'.'; • In his^efe'nse Prevost 
swore the woman poisoiied the two men. 
Both swore that rofrbery was the motive. 


Paring the trial the fact was not 


brought prominently to the attention of 
the con rt that Pre.vost :had been taken 
from an insane ward of Kingston peni- 
tentiary, where? he was serving a term 
£or - another offence, and put upon his 
trial for murder. For this reason, and 
because the plea of insanity was per- 
sistently urged, the minister of justice 
appointed a commission to visit^PrevosI 
and examine-hirn. The commission re- 
ported that he was in possession of his 
faculties and was morally responsible 
for his crime.
